SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: DECEMBER, 1964 


Rainfall: Overall rainfall totals for the State were 35 per cent above normal with only two districts, the Derwent Valley and the 
North, recording below normal totals. 


Inland areas generally received below normal falls, but Coastal regions however received generally from normal to 200 per cent 
of normal rainfall. The driest sections were near Hamilton in the Derwent Valley (39 per cent of normal) and at Cressy in the North 
(63 per cent of normal). 


Temperature: The month proved one of the coldest Decembers on record with significant departures below normal, generally 
in inland areas, particularly in the Central North and North-West Highlands where temperatures ranged as much as eight degrees 
below normal. 


The highest temperatures for the month were recorded at Hobart and St. Helens on 21st December (81 degrees). 


Rural Conditions: The above normal rainfalls benefited most areas of the State and crops, pastures and stock were reported 
to be maintaining good condition.
